will be covered (separately . ) 



2. hooking over the roster of actual and potential agents in 
mid- April 1 it was noticeable that the KIBITZ-15 show lacked, aa you 
noted in reference, personalia on many of the individuals involved* 

As getting w/T men trained appeared to be the greatest problem — to 
do that required PRQs and then clearances — we concentrated on getting 
out of KIBXTZ-15 the PRQs of w/T operators. It was a tough deal to 
get him to admit the neeeeeity of turning in PRQs sometime before an 
individual was available for training, but it is believed that he has 
learned the hard way* Gradually, we received PRQs for 19 of 29 of 
KIBXTZ-15 ’ s boya who wers Scheduled to be trained in w/T, In the 
last week we have, after prying it out of KIBITZ-15, suooeeded in 
.getting the names of 3 w/Ters who oould no longer be active and in 
getting KIBITZ-15 ‘s agreement to drop tho entire eight* (Bee MOFA-6656), 
That leaves us with 21 sub-agents In the KIBITZ-15 show who are 
scheduled to be w/T operators* Three of these 21 — 176, 187, 188 — 
have not been FRQed, but we hope to remedy this in the near future 
or get KIBITZ-15 to drop them. 



9* Of the 19 PRQed agents in the KXBXTZ-15 show who are supposed 
to be w/T potential, you have given Full Clearance to nine — 127* 156* 
161* 177* 1®0» 192, 190, 191, 198; and Provisional Clearance to 192.
